a change unlikely so far. I emphasize - SO FAR. We're not done. Things can 
change if enough people want them. 


To prove that I'm watching carefully, Mark, you suggested the following: 


* "Products should be named .equipment," and later, "I HATE products (as a 
name) ." 

x "And I would be interested in a .construction or .homebrew group. 
Expecially if kept seperate from .products/.equipment." 

* Referring to r.r.a.operating, r.r.a.products, r.r.a.instruction, 
r.r.a.construction, you said, "these names make the same mistake as .policy 
by being over generalized," and suggested to make them r.r.a.dxing, 
r.Y.a.equipment, r.r.a.beginner, and r.r.a.homebrew. 


The only responses were from Paul Schleck and Robert Smits. Paul said that 
the rra-reorg group started with those same names but evolved it to the 

RFD that was posted. Robert agreed with r.r.a.dxing and r.r.a.homebrew. 

In a somewhat-related topic, Bob Snyder wanted to combine r.r.a.products 
and r.r.a.construction into r.r.a.equipment - you opposed combining the 
product-type equipment with homebuilt equipment.

Please look at the success of r.r.a.packet as 
that group is more in line with the principals of the splits that are 
recommended. 


What emd is xrealyx complaining about here is the fact he runs a 

DOS BBS package that has serious problems with cross-postings, not with 
r.r.a.policy specifically. He has fears that cross-posting will 
increase (and this increase his problems). What realy needs to happen 


here is for some pressure to be placed on the authors of WAFFLE and 
the like to add in some of the capabilities of the popular news readers, 
since Waffle is typically used as an off line news reader anyways ... 


If I had a Waffle site downstream of me, and if it were a leaf site, I'd 
have no problems providing the filtering services, but this can be done 

on your site too Robert (replace rnews with a simple BASIC program that 
filters the articles, ‘adjusting' the Newsgroups filed if necessary, then 
calling the xrealx rnews). The process is a simple text filter and should 
be capable of providing your own Universe. If you are not capable of doing 
this on your own, send me email and I will investigate and help you with 
this problem (I have made this offer twice in previous postings, and in one 
private email to you Robert).

> amateur spec for tones, but the rule of thumb is around 3 kHz deviation.

I agree with this but it should also mention what digit to press when 
setting the deviation. Because of transmitter pre-emphasis, a DTMF signal 
using higher frequency tones may clip if the deviation has been set to 3 
KHz on a low frequency dtmf signal. For that reason, I always set DTMF 
deviation using the "#" key which is the highest frequency tone pair that 


can be sent using a 12 key keypad.

Now, I'm not personally against the names you've mentioned. In fact, you've 
come very close to the original proposal *I* made when we created the rra-reorg 
mail list. I suggested, based entirely on an analysis of the threads in 


r.r.a.misc, that we use r.r.a.dx, r.r.a.equipment, r.r.a.antenna, 
r.r.a.instruction, r.r.a.homebrew, r.r.a.satellite, r.r.a.repeaters, 
r.r¥.a.emerg-services, and r.r.a.announce. Add to that r.r.a.video, 
r.r¥.a.space, and others were suggested by Mark VE6MGS. 


It didn't take long before we decided that was WAY TOO MANY newsgroups and 

put some on the chopping block, bringing 13 new newsgroups down to 7: 

* ©.r.a.dx and r.r.a.repeaters combined to become r.r.a.operating. 

* ©.Y©.a.equipment needed to be more differentiated from r.r.a.homebrew so it 
became r.r.a.products. It absorbed part of r.r.a.antennas. 

x To clarify the name for Hams and non-Hams, r.r.a.homebrew became 
r.r.a.construction. It absorbed the rest of r.r.a.antennas. 

* X©.Y.a.announce was overlap with rec.radio.info so it was deleted. 

r.r.a.video would not have enough traffic to sustain its own newsgroup so 

it was deleted. 

* Mark's name r.r.a.space won more support over my r.r.a.satellites. (Even I 
thought space was a better name. :-) 


+ 


It was rather late in the game that Steve KBOAGD, with support from Steve 
KD6GGD, proposed the r.r.a.digital subhierarchy. Everyone seriously into 
packet seemed to agree that it was a good idea so the rest of us went along. 
That was where the proposal gelled into what we thought could make a 
reasonable RFD. 


>You have to show some flexibility in modifying the proposals or 
>I'll oppose this just because of the way the discussion was run. 


If it were only necessary to convince me, your changes might have been added 
already. But I've been looking for indications that you have convinced 
others. I'm being really honest here - I'm keeping records and I haven't seen 
it yet. If significantly more people show support than opposition for 
changing r.r.a.products to r.r.a.equipment, it will happen. 


What's "significant?" That's a tough call sometimes but 2 people (including 
yourself) in favor vs. 1 person opposed to r.r.a.equipment isn't enough to 
make a change. 1r.r.a.space got in easily with 4 vs. 0. The numbers for 


r.r.a.dx(ing) are 3 in favor vs. 3 opposed so far. I have not added my own 
opinion into any of the numbers listed in this paragraph. 


I hope I have, to some extent, convinced you that I'm sincerely trying to 
moderate all the inputs fairly. I have realized since the beginning of the 
whole process that, if we are to make a successful proposal, there will be 
many things that are not my choice but the choice(s) of others. In fact, the 
reason why I took on this effort was because it looked quite obvious someone 
was going to do it soon anyway - I wanted to make sure the process would be 
open to the input of others. (More details on that can be found in the 
rra-reorg mail list transcripts around line 1360. I had a bad experience to 
use as a counterexample. The transcript can be FTP'd from charon.amdahl.com 
in /pub/radio/amateur/rra-reorg.log.1.Z, just in case the last mention of it 
expired from anyone's news spool already.)
